Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Regarding the reference to Sapru, Mr. Mau indicated that he would 
attempt to overcome the rejection using option 4 listed on page 7 of the Final Rejection. Mr. Mau stated that Okada 
does not teach a 2 phase material as recited in applicants' claims but rather desires a bbc structure. The Examiner 
pointed out that Okada's addition of a rare earth to act as an impurity getter would result in an oxide that is the same as 
applicants* second phase. The Examiner pointed out that any arguments or declaration that are based on a theory as 
to the structure of Okada's product would be given little, if any , weight unless supported by evidence such as prior art. 
Mr. Mau proposed deleting mischmetal form the applicants' claims. The Examiner indicated that it appeared that the 
Examiner would be hard pressed to maintain the rejection based on Okada in view of such an amendment. 
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
